\Vc told you when we began this 
column that it was not our pur- 
pcsc to entertain, although we 
have trh:d to give you vet news 
in an entertaining manner. For 
this last summer issue of Ihc Mc- 
Gill Daily, with examination clouds 
.ilrcady on the horizon, we would 
like to Icafe with you a few 
thoughts for the future, as well as 
to tell you something about our 
plans for the next session. 

Very often during our day-to- 
day wrestling with seemingly im- 
possible and heavily-worded text- 
books, we look ahead and wonder 
Just where we arc going. Some 
. of us know. Some of us are not 
so sure. Some of us are a little 
worried. Reading the newspapers 
docs not help either. Although 
here in Canada we arc much more 
fortunate than many of the vet- 
erans in other countries of the 
world, the housing shortage, the 
rising costs of living and the strike 
picture do not give us easy 
thoughts. 

Our biggest worry is employ- 
ment, not blind-alley employment 
but jobs al which we can use tne 
new skills we are acquiring here 
at' McGlll. Dr. G. P. Gilmour. 
chancellor of McMaster Univer- 
sity, in an address tOj^trBinteg sup- 
iicvisors ot the Depanmenuof Vet- 



erans' .Affairs, expressed a doubt 
recently that Canada will be able 
to ab,<>orb all the college graduates 
now being trained In Canadian 
universities. 

.Neither private enterprise nor 
the Canadian Government guar 
antecs employment for veterans 
completing university. courses. It is 
obvious that the average veteran 
will have no one but himself to 
look to when he takes his care- 
fully rolled sheepskin and steps 
out into a hundred Canadian 
streets to seek employment. 

There has already been talk of 
organizing a separate employment 
bureau at McGill for graduating 
veterans. This is a project worthy 
of full support. Talk should be im 
plemcntcd by action. During the 
next year, we can, through the 
Vets' Society, back the establish 
ment of such an organization with 
a paid, full-time executive. Its 
program — part-time Jobs during 
university terms and holidays and 
the more important long term po 
licy of locating and placing vet 
graduates in suitable full-time em 
ployment. We have ,lost enough 
time already in. the -services. We 
certainly cannot afford to lose more 
after graduation. 

Over 3,000 veterans will be at 
McGill when the new session be- 
gins in October and vet activity 
will be al a peak. It will be the 
intention of this column to keep 
you In touch with cvexy phase of

General Meeting Called 
By Dawson Student Body 
To Discuss Constitution 



Amended Constitution Presented 
For Study and Ratification

Drawing up a considerably 
amended constitution, the Dawson 
Council has called a general meet- 
iijg of the Students' Society of Daw- 
son College at which the constitu- 
tion will be tabled. 

The council pointed out that since 
several errors were Inadvertantly 
Included in the original constitu- 
tion when it was passed- last Octo- 
ber, and further, since it has not 
yet been ratified by any authori- 
ties, it was preferable to draw up 
an amended constitution, to have it 
accepted by tiie students and then 
present the new constitution to the 
authorities. 

The amended constitution fol- 
lows: 

ARTICLE I 
Name 

The Students' Society of Dawson 
College. 

ARTICLE n 
Object 

An association of undergraduates 
formed lo exercise general control 
of the undergraduate activities at 
Dawson College, and the relation 
of the undergraduates with McGill 
University statutes and the jurlS' 
diction of the senate and the sev- 
eral faculties. 

ARTICLE III 
Membership 

All undergraduates members of 
Dawson College and all students of 
the College who pay the universal 
fee. 

ARTICLE IV 
Status 

(1) The Dawson College Students' 
Society shall be an integral part of 
the Students' Society of McGill 
University. 

(2) The funds of Ihc Dawson 
College Students' Society shall be 
drawn from the Students' Society 
of McGill University as laid down 
in the Constitution of the Dawson 
College Students' Society (see 
Article V. para. (1). 

(3) The Dawson College Stud- 
ents' Society is authorized by the 
university authorities to conduct 
its own affairs as laid down in this 
Constitution. 

ARTICLE V 
Tecs 

(1) The Dawson College Students' 
Society shall receive from Ihc 
Students' Society of McGill Univer- 
sity an annual fee of $7.50 per 
students attending Dawson College. 

(2) An Annual Financial State- 
ment of the Society and the var-

ious committees under its control 
for the past college year, shall be 
published in the McGill Daily be- 
fore the 31st of October. 

(3) The Accounts of Ihe Dawson 
College Students' Council shall be 
audited by Accountants sanctioned 
by the University. 

AR'nCLE V 
Officers • 
The, officers shall be a President, 
a Vice-President and a salaVled 
Secretory-Treasurer. The president 
shall act as Comptroller. 

(1) Duties: 

The President shall preside at all 
General and Special Meetings, and 
shall be ex-officio Chairman of the 
Students' Council, and a member 
of the Executive of all Regular 
Committees. He shall represent the 
students on all public occasions. 

The Vlce-Presldeni shall perform 
the duties of the President in the 
absence of the latter. 

The Secretary-Treasurer shall be 
the custodian of all records, led- 
gers, receipts or documents of any 
nature whatsoever belonging to or 
dealing with the affairs of the Soc- 
iety. He or She shall receive and 
deposit all sums accruing to the 
Society, giving receipts for same. 

(2) Elections: 

The President shall be elected 
semi-annually, between the 1st day 
of October and the 22nd day of 
October, and the 1st day of March 
and the ISth day of March, by a 
ballot of all members of the Soc- 
iety. He shall be nominated by any 
twenty-five members. Such nomin- 
ations shall bear the signature of 
the Nominee and shall be presented 
lo the Secretary in writing, at least 
ten days before the date of the 
election and published by him in 
the McGill Daily at least one week 
before the date of the election. 

Should only one person be nom- 
inated for the post at the date set 
for the clasc of the nomination, this 
date shall be extended forty-eight 
hours and notice thereof published 
in the McGill Daily. 

The President shall take office 
immediately upon election for the 
term stated .ibove. In the event of 
resignation, the Students' Council 
shall decide on the date for the 
election of a successor, the proce- 
dure of election being similar to 
that used In the case of the regular 
election. The Successor so-elected 
shall hold office until the, end of 
the term.

A well planned and 
all-inclusive constitution, the coun- 
cil felt, is necessary to achieve a 
smoothly working government. 
APATHY ON CAAIPUS 

Sending out an earnest plea to all 
students at Dawson to attend the 
general meeting was uppermost in 
the minds of student officials when 
the announcement of the meeting 
was released. Recent show of apa- 
thy on the Dawson campus has 
made them fearful of eallins any 
mcclinss unless absolutely required. 

The Dawson Council was inaus- 
uraled last October with each of 
the three positions contested by two 
candidates. Then later on in the 
year Fresidenl Thomson, resigned 
in favor of his studies. Typical of 
Dawson elections since his resigna- 
tion was present President Skei- 
ton's acclamation, indicative ol 
Dawsonltes lack of interest in stu- 
dent affairs.

Rochester University 
Honours Holfeter 



Former City of Hochelaga 
Recalled by Campus Memorial

More than four hundred years 
ago short vandyked Jacques Car- 
tier stepped gingerly off his ship, 
the 'Grande Hermine*, was greeted 
by (he wary, awed natives. The 
price of friendship was a few 
cheap, French trinkets. Civiliza- 
tion had come to Canada. 

The resolute little St. Mate sail- 
or was not the first to set his eyes 
upon a brave new world; but to 
him goes the distinction of found- 
ing Canada and visiting two ob- 
scure Indian villages: Stadacona 
and Hochelaga,— currently disguis- 
ed beneath the names Quebec and 
Montreal. 

It was the year 1535 when the 
Frenchman and his colleagues were 
surounded by the inquisitive, 
dumb-struck Iroquois of the city of 
Hochelaga. Beneath the imposing 
grandeur of a great mountain — 
which he later named 'Mount Ro- 
yal' — Cartier and his party squat- 
ted on large square mats, spread 
out by the Indian women, and ob- 
ligingly took on the roles assigned 
to them by the childish natives. 
The sickly, paralyzed king was 
brought geforc the white men to 
be touched and healed of his sick- 
ness. In the year 1535, the white 
man, who was to see the elimina- 



tion of the Indians as a race was 
looked up to as a 'God'. 

This unprecedented meeting of 
the Old World with the Now 
World, was to spell the doom for 
tho wall-encompassed city of Ho 
chelaga. The fifty wood houses 
which comprised the whole city 
were, In later years, to give way 
to the present-day Metcalfe, Burn- 
side, Victoria, and Sherbrooke 
streets; the waving, yellow corn- 
fields were to be supplanted by 
such antithetical creations as Eat- 
on's, Cafe Andre, and McGill Uni- 
versity. Yes, civilization had come 
to Canada. 

A living memorial to the nostal- 
gic days of open fields, free, self 
sufficient man, lies in the little 
stone cairn erected on the McGill 
campus, at the corner of Sher* 
brooke and McTavish streets. 
Nestled in a clump of bushes be- 
side the old David Ross McCord 
National Museum is a square, 
bronze plaque, bearing the words: 
"Near here was the site of the 
fortified town of Hochelaga, vis- 
ited by Jacques Cartier in 1535, 
abandoned before 1800. It con- 
tained 50 large houses, each lodg- 
ing several families who sub- 
sisted by cultivation and fish- 
ing."

Recognizing the outstanding abil- 
ity of McGlIl research worker. Dr. 
Johanne F. K. Holfeter, former 
Guggenheim Fellow, the University 
of Rochester today announced his 
appointment to the associate pro- 
fessor chair of Zoology at that uni- 
versity. 

Internationally famous in . the 
field of experimental embryology. 
Dr. Holfeter a graduate of Rostock 
studied at Letpslg, and received 
his Ph.D., at Freiburg in 1024, fled 
Nazi Germany to England in 1039. 
While there he . studied at Cam- 
bridge until interred in Canada. 
Released in 1042, he continued his 
work at McGill. 

Stocky, blond Dr. Holfeter is un- 
married and Is an extensive tra- 
veller, but docs not intend to re- 
turn to his native land where he 
states, "the level of German science 
is now at its lowest." 

Dr. Holfeter will leave to take 
up his new position at the U.nlver- 
sity of Rochester next September.

level which seemed to have been lost for ever. 
AVherc once Montrealers threw up their hands 
in despair about what each and every one of 
them called the "lack of interest in culture" of 
Canadians, we are now beginning to witness a 
reawakening of the spirit of enterprise of Cana- 
dian impresarios, who, all of a sudden, do not 
seem to think that there is a lack of interest 
in things cultural, or, in other words tliat there 
is a lot of money to be made in the concert bus-;; 
iness in Montreal, - 



It seems, that when somebody is makinR Hie" loss because nightclubs seem to have ceased 



money somebody else for once is also going to- 
have a chance to profit by this fact, and this 
summer alone stars of the Metropolitan Opera 
Company, and many other well-known singers, 
pianists, conductors and dancers have appeared 
in noteworthy musical events here. 

The summer season is traditionally the off 
season in Montreal, and in most cities for that 
matter. . Even while this season showed signs 
of becoming a little more interesting, the 
thoughtless and rude actions of a few iicople 
who attend concerts for the simple and express 
purpose of being "seen" in the right places at 
the right times are threatening the continuation 
of events which, judging by the attendance at 
concerts lately, are greatly in demand by an 
overwhelming majority. 

•At last Thursday's . concert in Molson 
Stadium for instance, people were still finding' 



their seats at 10 o'clock, one hour after the 
time scheduled for the beginning of the concert. 
A few chattering limelight-seekers came in a; 
late as 10.30, evidently completely oblfvious of 
the frtct that some 15,000 others were trj-ing 
very hard to hear Mr. ^lalcuiynski's rendition 
of the Chopin Second Piano Concerto. 

No artist in the world likes to be treated 
in such a completely discourteous manner, and 
wc feci sure that unless a stop is put to such 
behaviour many a fine artist will simply refuse 
to perform in Montreal in the future. 

. If this ever happens, Montreal music lovers, 
and there arc" many of them, will have to take 



•to be the only - "righC" place to be seen these 
days. 

Not very long ago one visiting artist quite 
clearly voiced his disgust with Montreal concert 
manners and thereby brought about a temporary 
improvement. Many will remember the times 
when Sir Thomas Bcccham interrupted both a 
symphony concert and an opera performance to 
turn to the audience to tell them how to behave. 

The result of Sir Thomas' outbursts was the 
revival^ of the time-honored practice of closing 
thc'^thea'tnr 'doors to latecomers until the first 
intermission in the concert. Promptly audiences 
arrived on time. 

It is to be hoped that the impleasant experi> 
ences of those who wanted to hear the music at 
last Thursday's concert will prompt Montreal 
concert managements to bring .some order to 
this mounting confusion. — ^B.B. . 



Window Work Intrigues Shopper

' "The reason, nunour has it, tor the well drcfjed 
iho'w windows of Jaa. A. Osilvy'f, Ltd. is the two 
youn(. men Imported from the Stales of recent 
yean to decorate them. While most of Montreal's 
'downtown atores are featuring fur coat displays 
which are somewhat disconcerting to hot and 
weary shoppers these sweltering days, Ogilvy's wln- 
dowa not only have the passerby interested, but 
actually stop him cold. In his mind's eye he imagines 
himself shivering In December's Icy blasts. He feels 
definitely insecure without his winter underwear, 
and with the idea of stocking up against winter 
weather, he goes in and perhaps he buys a sweater. 
Not everyone will buy a fur coat, but the exhibit 
hu served its purpose— it lured a prospective cus- 
tomer into the store, and rememl>er the thermometer 
stood at 90 degrees. 

How Is it done? Ajvarently you frost a window 
leaving, an «rt«,^ot.,elear glass the shape of an 
enlarged cair window shield. You fix a large window 
wiper in position and arrange for it to swing elec- 
trically across the glass. Lastly you place two 
Persian lambed manikins strategically in full view 
of the motorist through the defrosted space of his 
whidowshleld. '•Brrr...h!» 

Most stores ttiU cling to a fixed idea of old 
fashioned window dressing, which probably dates 
bacic as far the first glass showcase and the 
general store. They throw In representative articles 
<rom as many departments as possible. Commencing 
in July, artificial snow is Q>rlnkled in the window. 
I'rom November until the end of January red ribbon 
and other Christmas parsphamalia predominate, and 
when everyone Is frozen stiff In February green 
buds, and branches of pink and white apple blossom 
(arti/ieial) appear among the raincoats. 

In addition, the old fashioned decorator clings to 
his familiar roomy window. He generally disregards 
emaller display space, an up to date innovation 



which makes windows easier and more economical 
to dress; it has no place In his, "They want somc' 
thing, we've got everything" scheme of display. We 
are not underestimating the "psychology" behind this 
sort of window decorations, but Ogilvy's . windows 
are dressed from a more modern angle. They are 
both professional and original, and with regard to 
ingenuity can compete with almost all that New 
York, Mecca of window shoppers, has to offer. 

Their wlndow^designed to induce the customer 
to visualize himself on vacation Is a uniqtie example. 
The customary rowboat grounded on the sand (a 
variation on snow) or sailing over the hardwood 
floor of the display window is nowhere in the pic- 
ture, Ogilvy's decorators have conveyed the Impres 
sion of a vacation time essential— water. Short of 
filling an entire window with a tank and swimming 
beauties, one would imagine an indistinct, under- 
water effect: would be difficult to obUin. But it 
has been achieved with green gauze artfully stretch- 
ed across the windows. The atmosphere Is definitely 
submarine. A figure in full diving regalia, helmlt 
and all, sports merrily on the lake floor, and there 
is appropriate underwater vegetation, including 
manikins In bathing suits, floating through the water. 
This sort of thing' Is really irresistible. We suggest 
you have a look at it. ■

Malciiziiiski 
Outstanding 
With Chopin 

, Thunderous applause greeted the 
close of Witold Malcuzynskl's per- 
formance of Concerto No. i2 In F 
minor at the oli-ChopIn concert in 
Molson's Stadium lost Thursday ev- 
ening. Mr. MalciizynskI, known 
throughout the world as perhaps 
the greatest exponent of Chopin, 
was, in iBe eyes of some 15,000 who 
attended the concert, undoubtedly 
the star of the evening. 

A suite of dances was delicately 
performed by Alicia Markova and 
Anton Oolin, masters of the ballet 
and their talent was «Aviousiy not 
unknown to the Montreal audience 
who applauded the pair with en 
thusiasm- even before their per 
formance.' 

Claire Gagnier, the Montreal lyric 
soprano sang French lyrics to four 
of Chopin's compositions, lending 
a charming color- to an already eX 
cellent program. While her voice 
lacks depth it has a lovely lyrical 
tone and ahows great promise es- 
pecially lor one as young as Miss 
Gagnier who is Just embarking up- 
on her career. 

A great deal of credit for the 
performances should go to Vladi- 
mir Bakaleinikoff, conductor of 
the Pittsburgh Symphony Orches 
tra, who did an outstanding job of 
directing the Montreal Philharmon 
ic Orchestra; Under his baton, the 
orchestra was at its best and play 
cd better than at any other time I 
have heard it. 

Although the classic simplicity of 
the dancing by Markova and Do- 
lln was strikingly beautiful, the 
laurels of the evening were, with 
out a doubt, carried away by the 
young Polish pianist who had won 
the respect and enthusiasm of the 
audience as a whole before he had 
completed tho piano concerto. 

A student of the world-famous 
Padcrewski, Mr. Maluczynski back- 
ed his unusual talent with an ex- 
cellent . stage personality. The dy- 
namic young pinnist played with a 
feeling that is not caught by many 
artists. He gave the impression of 
playing a composition the right 
way, the way the composer intend- 
ed it to be played, rather than one 
of merely delivering a fine inter- 
pretation of the work. 

As an encore, he played the 
Grande Valse Brillante. After bow- 
Ing several times In acknowledge- 
ment of the applause, Mr. Malcu- 
zynski left the stage and returned 
to his dressing room. But the 
cheering crowd called him back 
and much to their pleasure ho re- 
sponded with a brilliant delivery 
of the popular favorite— Chopin's 
Polonaise in A flat. 

Mr. Malcuzynski Is an energetic 
pianist, though at times he plays 
with contrasting delicacy. His mag- 
netic stage personality together 
with his forceful fingering com- 
bine to add drama to his playing 
and catch the listener up into the 
spell of Chopin's masterpieces- One 
would find it difficult to remain 
indifferent to that composer after 
Thursday's concert. 

Not to remain unmentioned is 
the orchestra which opened and 
closed the concert with Chopin's 
orchestral music. Ai overture, they 
played the Marche Funèbre,' and 
they ended the evening under the 
stars with a suite composed of a 
polonaise, a nocturne, a mazurka 
and a tarentelle. Unfortunately, 
both were interrupted by the com- 
ing and going of those who arrived 
late or who found the concert so 
uninteresting that they felt forced 
to leave before the end. 

All in all, I found the Evening 
of Chopin better than cither of the 
other two evenings sponsored by 
the Canadian Concerts and Artists 
and ranking among ihe foremost 
concerts in my memory. One hopes 
that Montreal will see more of these 
artists, especially of Witold Malcu 
zynskl. EXB.

Symphony at Chalet

The Tuesday evening concert on 
the mountain was especially enjoy- 
able this week due to both the pro 
gram selection and the conducting 
of the orchestra of Les Concerts 
Symphonlques by Antal Dorati, 
conductor of the Dallas Symphony 
Orchestra. 

Mr. Dorati has made a very defi- 
nite name for himself with Cana- 
dian audiences in the past, and dur- 
ing his nine day visit to Montreal 
this summer, he has greatly increas- 
ed our appreciation of his art. He 
speaks French fluently and enjoys 
conducting Canadian' orchestras. 
Despite the somewhat cramped 
quarters of the Chalet Inside, as 
compared with outside, there was a 
very large and appreciative oud 
icncc and the acoustics were amaz- 
ingly good. 

The opinion has sometimes been 
expressed that Montrealers have 
something to learn In regard to 
their concert manners. They often 
leave before the end of a perform- 
ance thus disturbing both the or- 
chestra and those who truly apprec- 
iate music. None of this, however, 
was evident. In fact, the audience 
applauded so violently after the last 
piece, that Mr. Dorati consented to 
lead the orchestra In two encores. 

The program opened with Mous- 
sorgsky's "Prelude A Khovanchina" 
in which the string section pre- 
dominated and impressed us with 
Its perfect synchronization. Next 
came the famous "Scheherazade" by 
Rimsky-Koriakov. Duratl's expreu' 
ive and masterly conducting was at 
its peak during this part of the 
program. The story of "Schehera- 
zade" was drawn from the well 
known Arabian NIg1ttsr=rThc first 
movement depicts the sea and Sin- 
bad's ship. One realizes how Rim* 
sky-Korsakav'8^ml]r|]reiV82ta^^^ 
Russian Navy influenced' iiis ^musi- 
cal portrayal of the calms and tem- 
pests of the ocean for here Is one 
of the most descriptive passages of 
which music can boast. Les Con- 
certs Symphonlques did Justice to 
this work but it was felt that some 
of the particularly thunderous pass- 
ages would have been more etfeç- 
live with a larger orchestra. 

Gershwin's "Porgy and Bets" 
came as a restful change after 
"Scheherazade". The audience was 
able to relax under, the ' spell of 
those very beautiful melodies of 
"Summertime", "I've Got Plenty of 
Nothing", etc. The program con- 
cluded with two short and light 
selections, "From San Domingo" by 
Benjamin and "Spharen-Klange" by 
Josef Strauss.

The second win in a row over 
the' Redmen also proved to be the 
leagues closest contest of the leason 
as both pitchers kept their hits 
fcattered and received batter than 
average fieldtnff . lupport in the 
clutehei. Unable to connect solidly 
iwith the ilanta of McGill'a hurler 
the St. Johns boys switched to a 
bunting and although Johnny Gre- 
co fielded brilliantly from the 
moundi the Dawson tactics payed 
nit in their big inning.. 

McGill moved ahead in the 
fourth frame when pitcher Greco 
dropped the first of his three hits 
into Tight field, advanced to second 
pn Hennigcr's ground out, and scor- 
ed on Joseph's hit ^aat third. Geoff 
MeniÙ^'thén doubled tending the 
lumbering Josieph to third, but Chai- 
kin hit an easy roller to Chouinard 
at short who came up with the ball 
tagged the runner and threw Joseph 
out at the plate to cut off the rally.

Open Letter 

To David Marks 



In the DaUy of July 18, 1046, 
your column took great pains lo 
point out the failings of the Mc- 
Gill Football Club and the head 
coach, Doug. Kerr. By your own 
admission you are far from being 
a coaching expert. As anyone 
who has played very much foot- 
ball knows, each time you play 
a game er go through a practice 
drill, you learn at least one thing 
new. You ean tee by this thai It 
It hard enough for the average 
player to learn to play a half- 
way decent game, let alone 
learning enough to coach. 

You seem to think not enough 
time is spent teaching ftindamcn- 
tsls of the game. The only fiùida- 
mental you mentioned In your 
column was "downfield block- 
ins" as practised by the Wash- 
ington Huskies whom you watch- 
ed. You stressed the accurate 
timing required for a skillful 
block. Could net. In fact, would 
not timing be more Important in 
a situation that Involves twelve 
men (the entire team) Instead of 
three men: naturally, since all 
plays are bssed en the proper 
Individuals being In the proper 
places al the proper time. With 
a little thought you can tee that 
"timing" applies to particularly 
every phase of sports, even to 
watching a sporting event. 

One other fundamental you 
mentioned was the employment 
of players, particularly middle 
winis, Mott of us who have play- 
ed 'any amount' of any sport 
know that one of the prime fac- 
tors governing the success or 
failure of any team is Ihe em- 
plo)-menl of players to the best 
advantage. The Kerr system does 
employ Ihe middle wlnsi to the 
utmost advantage. Middle wings 
as a rule are the bulwarks of a 
team's defence. Their Job Is lo' 
make the majority of taeklet- 
Obviously, they have to be fairly 
blf men, although siie Is by far 
net the criterion of a middle's 
value. Since we have to have 
these big men, they might as 
well, be nsed for another funds* 
mental duty— that of plunging 
and bucking. The Kerr system 
uses these men for bucking and 
then returns them to their duty 
in line. This permits a fairly fast, 
heavy man to do two jobs or 
more without sacrificing a fsst, 
agile, though lighter half. 

With regard to ihe comment 
on the use of the field telephone 
from the press-box, msy I ssk 
this question? From wh»t area 



of the stands do you see most of 
the game and Its more intricate 
'manoeuvres? Cerlalnly not from 
the first row. If you take the 
trouble lo go to the press-box 
during a game, you will see the 
advantage ' of having an ebser* 
Ver there. Mr. Kerr's bench or- 
ders are relayed to the players 
by his assistant coach, John' 
Cloghesy. ,^ 

Tlie Kerr system. If you lake 
the trouble lo analyze It (come 
out to a few practices or belter 
still, try out for a spot on one of 
the teams, and see how rosny 
men àrc trying to learn It), has 
been marked out to cover all 
phases of the game. Its one dis- 
advantage seems to be lack of 
speclator appeal, and this is 
overcome by timing on the part 
of (he players as was proven be- 
yond a. doubt In Toronto last fall. 

Perhaps the largest factor con-.' 
tributing to the tesm's downfall 
M'aa a result of the Intercollegiate 
rule which states that no organ- 
ised practices may be held more 
than one month in - advance of 
Ihe first scheduled game of the 
sesson. Doug. Kerr abides by 
that rule. Western on the other 
hand are reported to hold pre- 
season training in the sprins and 
also played several ofliibltlon 
games before the inlercoUegiaic 
schedule >V8S under way. Also 
the majority of their teams have 
been team-mates for two or more 
years. On the other hand our 
team were hew to one another. 
We arc hoping (hat our mistakes 
of last year will enable us to 
play better ball this fnll. I'm sure 
that you, Mr. Marks, who have 
watched the Washington Huskies, 
share this hçpe with us. 

In parting, may I say this. I 
hope the next lime you take It 
upon yourself to criticize a team 
and lis coaches, basinc your cri- 
ticism on fundamentals, you will 
also make yourself familiar with 
the fundamentals. 

If you M;ant to get the ."score" 
on football at MeGIII, Mr. Marks, 
put away your typewriter, draw 
a suit at the field house, and try 
out for a spot on the team. I'm 
sure Mr. Kerr and his assistants 
will be only too glad to teach 
you a few fundamentals you 
didn't leam while watching the 
Washington Huskies or playing 
Intermediate High 'School foot- 
ball.

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The Vice-President shall be elect" 
ed by the Students' Council from 
among their own members before 
the 7th day of November and the 
1st day of April In each term. In 
the event of resignation, a sucessor 
shall be elected by and from the 
Students' Council.

(2) Special— Any other Clubs or 
Societies which affiliate themselves 
with the Council, and place their 
funds under Its control, shall be 
special committees of the Society. 

(3) Standing: Any Clubs or Soc- 
ieties which arc directly under the 
control of the Students' Council 
and whose Constitution has been 
approved by the Students' Council 
and whose Constitution provides 
for continuity of office, shall be 
standing committees of the Society. 

(4) AthleUcs Board: The Stud- 
ents* Society shall have one male 
representative on this Board. 

(5) The Studento' Social Funct- 
ions. The members of the Council 
shall constitute a Conimittee oA 
Students' Social Functions. All Un- 
dergraduate bodies desiring to hold 
any entertainment, or other social 
functions, in the College buildings, 
must make application to the Com- 
mittee, which may reject or for- 
ward the application with Its rec- 
ommendations to the Vice-Prin- 
cipal 

ARTICLE nic 
Meetings 

(1) Meetings may be called on 
three days notice by the President 
or on written request of fifty mem- 
bers of the Students' Society.' 

(2) At each of the above meet- 
ings, twenty per cent, of the re- 
gistered students ' of the Society, 
shall constitute a quonmi for the 
transaction of business.

The late Sir Arthur Currie was principal of McGill and a razor- 
sharp student of baseball. So was L. D. Douglas, a second baseman of no 
mean ability in his youth. 

You might have called Sir Arthur a zealot. Certainly, he was an 
analyst, for when Francis Joseph Shaughnessy was gisneral manager of 
the Montreal Club he often received notes from Sir Arthur on what 
should be done about the Royals. 

Sir Arthur wasn't a second guesser exactly, bui he often 

thought the manager should have algntiled the hit-and-nin after 

the sacrifice strategy had gone haywire. ' ' 

In the early thirties, the depression era, the Royals weren't 

the power in the International League that they are in these 

lush and affluent days of dottlnanee, 

Overnight Frank Shàughncuy- put^togéther à team that .woh the 
pennant— in 193S. It had been 37 years- since the club had previo 
won the-flag. 

There were lean years again through the late thirties.-and we can 
thank Larry MacPhall and Branch Rickey, both college men by the 
way, for the present high estate of the Montreal Baseball Club. 

Affiliation Needed 

- In' this day and age, a minor league team must have a major league 
affiliation. Hector Racine, a good business man though new to baseball, 
realized this after a few losing seasons, at the gate arid on the field, 
following the flag coup of 1935. 

It was MacPhall, then president of the Brooklyn Club, who 
negotiated the purchase of the Royals for something less than 
$100,000. Liberal Larry went Into* the service for 'Uncle Sam, 
stepped out of the Dodger picture and RIekey stepped in. 

. The Montreal investment has paid Brooklyn' rieh' dividends ' 
and the club is considered a prize package.' It Is self-supporting 
and a moneymaker. For thai reason Rickey last year bought the 
ball park and now the Brooklj-n Organization has complete 
control of a hair-mllllon property. 

McGill can thank iiaseball for Frank ShBUEhnessy,_who did so much 
for the University in football. . ' ' / ' . , 

Frank was manager of the Ottawa Club in the old Canad iag tliwigiie 
in 1013. His road secretary was a young McGIU inedlcarstudem! 
"Pud" Argue, now Dr. A. F. Argue. 

In their travels to Peterborough, Hamilton. Branttord, Berlih77now 
Kitchener), St. Thomas and other Western Ontario points, Shaughnessy 
and Argue talked at great length on football matters, planning McGill 
plays for the coming season,' when not rejoicing in the Ottawa base- 
ball victories. ' • , 

Ottawa had the best teams in the Canadian League. The club was 
backed by Shaughnessy, Tommy Gorman and Malcolm Bricc, then sports 
editor of the Ottawa Journal with a young man on his staff named 
Basil O'Mcara. 

Frank Shaughnessy had played end at Notre Dame. He play- 
ed major league ball with Washington and Philadelphia Athletics ' 
and on August 21, 1908, bad been traded by Connie Mack to 
Reading for Frank (Home Run) Baker, no less. 

Shag Geh Around 

Shaughnessy was In Ottawa as a player In 1912, but had to 
return to Fort Waj-ne, which club had some claim on his serv- 
ices. But while In Ottawa he helped Father Stanton coach the 
Ottawa University football players. 

He was brought to McGill that fall of 1912 as McGIII football coach. 
The team was playing on the campus then. Shaughnessy won the In- 
tercollegiate championship on his first-try. 

Frank had many good teams in later years at McGill. He would 
come home in the fail from his baseball Jobs at Detroit or Syracuse or 
Hamilton and bark his orders through the chill air at the autumnal 
practice drills.
